Dispatch correspondent. of com- 
plaints that in every large city of the 
country are disabled former soldiers 
who are unable to get needed medi- 
cal attention from the Government. 

Col. Clifford, in his capacity as 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
in charge of Public Health Service 


and the War Risk Bureau, is direct- | 


ing a wellfare program that inti- 
mately touches every former service 
man in the United States. 

“If there is any man in this coun- 


try who is entitled to hospital treat- ' 


ment and is not getting it.”’ said 
Clifford, “‘we don’t know about him.
